Girl Arrested for Giving 


'Another Poison. 


Victim, a Young Girl. Has Been Prac 


tically Unconscious For AlJout 


40 Hours. 


One of the most mysterious cases 


that has ever come to the attention of 
the police department develops in the 
case of Bessie Pi-ice, a 17-year-old girl 
who is employed in a boaiding house 
on \VUson street, .whose arrest was 
ordered by Police- Chief Sheridan up- 
on complaint of H. Carlisle of 39.t 
Florence avenue. 
The arrest was 


made Thursday evening and on Fri- 
day morning C. L. Anderson, who 
lives at Union Station, filed an affi- 
davit against the Price girl, 
before 


acting mayor Harry Rossel, charging 
her with giving adulterated, 
and 


diugged intoxicating liquors to Grace 
Anderson. 


Grace Anderson is 17 years old. and 


is the daughter of the affiant. She is 
a very pretty and comely girl, who has 
been, employed at the home of Rich- 
ard Collins on Hudson avenue as a 
domestic. She is now at the home of 
her sister, Mrs. H. Carlisle at 393 
Florence street in a state of conn re- 
sulting from a drug, alleged to have 
been put in some liquor by 'Bessie 
Price, and given to her. The girl has 
I'-een practically unconscious 
since 


midnight Wednesday.- 


The story of the affair as related by 


Grace's sister, Lucy, aged 19, who is 
a domestic at the home of Dr. C. A. 
Hatch, is as follows: 


"Grace and I started down town at 


7 o'clock Wednesday evening, and 
after walking around the square a 
coaple of times went to the house 
where Bessie Price is employed. She 
accompanied us and the three of us 
started up town. 


"Bessie said she had something to 


drink, -and goSng into an alley, off \Vil- 
scn street, she produced a bottle svbich 
she offered to us. I took a moulfrfal 
but did not swallow it, but spat it out 
on the ground. Bessie Price did :ike- 
wise, but Grace took a big drink and 
swallowed it. 


"We got to the square and started 


up North Seconfl street. There were 
five men who began following us. and 
as we went out fiast Main street they 
followed us to the Pan .Handle cross- 
ing. I recognized Chester Lybarsrer, 
Harry Johns, and John Lewis. I then 
turned and went home and do not 
know what happened afterward. Bes' 
we and Grace kept on toward T5ast 
Newark. Grace was acting peculiarly 
when I left them." 
'Mrs Carlisle stated thai Grace came 
into the house about midnight, and it 
was at once seen that something was 
the matter. It was apparent that the 
girl was not. drunk, but she seemed 
to be unable to talk coherently, and 
the only cor.sciovsness left was a sense 
of direction which enabled her to get 
to her sister's home. 


The girl in answer to every ques- 


Hon would mutter "S-s-sht> g-gave it 
to me." Her vocal organs were par- 
tially paralyzed and she talked with 
great difficulty. She lay down but 
from that moment to this she has r.ot 
slept a wink, and on Friday morning 
when an Advocate reporter called at 
the Carlisle home she sat in a rocking 
chair oblivious to all of her surround- 
ings. She had the sense of hearing 
but in answer to every, question she 
would stutter in an undertone haidly 
understandable the same reply: "She 
gave it to me." 


Dr. J. N. Stone was called soon after 


she came home at midnight Wednes- 
day and immediately said she had 
teen drugged, and in this diagnosis he 
was corroborated by Dr. C. A. Hatch, 
who also saw the girl. 


Both physicians said that they had 


never seen a similar case and could 
not tell with certainty whether 
the 


girl would live or die, but both w ere 
hopeful. 


Bessie Price, who is charged 
^vith 


administering the drugged whiskey, 
was released on a $100 bond, signed 
by her brother-in-law. Albert Neigh- 
barger, at whose home, on Arlington 
avenue, she was seen by a reporter 
Friday afternoon. 
She-was willing to 


talk, anu claims an alibi. She saitl 
"Grace drank no more of the wh'skey 
than did I. There was not enough in 
the bottle to make either of us drunk. 
I had been, drinking out of the samp 
bottle before I met the Arderson girls. 
After Lucy Anderson left us at the 
Pan Handle crossins I offered to go 
to her sister. Mrs. Carlisle's, with her 
and went as far as Arch street. She 
then decided to go back to town and 
we walked together as far as Gritrgs' 
corner. A young man of my acquaint- 
ance here came uo to me. and ! left 
Grace seemingly in as good condition 
as eVer. That is the last f have *een 
of her. Wo have chnmmert tasa-ther 
for two years and I certainly could 


have no motive for giving her drugs 
or i>oison." 


Dr. Stone gave the bottle, v.'hich 


still contained some of the whiskey, 
to B. M. East, analytical chemist! who 
will make an analysis to determine 
the nature of the poison. This was 
not yet completed Friday afternoon, 
but Mr. East said there was undoubt- 
edly something in the liquor, hut the 
nati'r*; r>f i? h<? <Yni]«3 not v°t c!''t°r- 
mine.

"I am told 
that Japan will be prepared to enter- 
tain peace proposals after she has 
taken Mukden and Sakhalien on the 
following basis: First, that an inter- 
national syndicate take over the Man- 
chtirian railroad and run it as a strict- 
ly commercial enterprise: second, that 
Russia pay £100,000,000 indemnity; 
and third, that Russia is to hand over 
all of her ships in Chinese waters, to 
Japan. Japan would be prepared to 
lease Sakhaliea to an American com- 
pany for £5,000.000."

Weeks May Elapse Before Armies

St. Petersburg, Sept. 1G.—There has 


been no renewal of fighting since the 
retreat of the Russian army under 
General Kuropatkin to Mukden. Con- 
ditions there both within the Japanese 
and the Russian lines indicate that a 
month may elapse before the great 
armies in. central Manchuria again en- 
ter on a general engagement. 


It can harldy be expected that much 


actual news will develop in central 
Manchuria for some time to come, and 
attention is now turning toward Port 
Arthur, where, as General Stcessel's 
latest report indicates, the Japanese- 
are gathering strength 
for another 


rush at the fortress. It is taken for 
granted that there will soon be news 
of importance from Port Arthur, since 
the Japanese throughout the war have 
seemed to alternate their attentions 
between the beleaguered fortress and ] 
the Russian army toward the north. 
It thus appears that it is Port Arthur's 
turn to keep up the excitement while 
Field Marshal Oyama is preparing for 
the fall campaign.

The rebel vessel Sajonia at- 
tacked the port of San Antonio, Gen- 
eral Ferreira making a simultaneous 
attack by land with cavalry and in- 
fantry, after a reconnaissance in the 
direction of Literono. where a consid- 
erable number of government troops 
vas encountered.

This attractive heading was follow- 


ed by observations that are not only 
misleading but absoutelj incorrect. 


The Republican organ would have- 


it that the Democratic treasurer en- 
deavored to male 3 the county pay a 
thousand dollar bill lor a surety bond 
but that the Republican "watchdogs 'of 
the treasury prevented it and forced 
Mr. Fulton to give a private bond. 
The fact is Mr. Fulton in carrjing 
out the instructions laid dm\n by the 
last Republican state legislature, ap- 
plied for a surety bond and the bill, 
$1,000, was presented to the Commis- 
sioners. Two of them signed the lull, 
which was thus allowed, but before the 
third commissioner's signature was 
nought, the Democratic Prosecuting 
Attorney, James R. Fitzgibbon, pre- 
vented paynient ot the bill Ivy advis- 
ing the commissioners that 
in. his 


opinion the new law is unconstitu- 
tional, and therefore he r<. commended 
that the bill be rejected and that Mr. 
Folloi te reouested to give a private 
tend until the court shall have passed 
on the constitutionality of the law 
Thereupon, the bill was rejected, up- 
on Mr. Fitzffibbon's advice, and Mr. 
Fulton promptly presented a personal 
bond which vas accepted 


Mr. Fulton had no desire to force 


the county to pay for a surety bond, 
but in applying for one he simply car- 
ried out the provisions ot the vwent 
Republican law. 


The 
Ameiican-Tribune says too, 


that the bi'ls should have been re- 
ceived befoic said bill was allowed 
and dec'ares that a bond could have 
been jeeured for $500, instead ot $1000. 


As to that it may be aaid that the 


law does not direct the commissioners 
to secure Lids but expressly itates 
tnat the premium is to be one half ot 
one per cent per annum. For one 
year this premium would te $500, but 
the A.-T. o\erlooks the fact that this 
bond vas written for two years, that 
being the length of the treasurer's 
term of office and that for two \ears 
the premium should be ju.n twice the 
premium asked for one year 


In. every respert the transaction was 


carried out in accordance with 
the 


provisions of the new law but 
the 


constitutionality ot the new law has 
not as yet been tested in the courts. 
Several suits are now pending to set- 
tle the question and our elert Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, aware of the situation 
rightl/ advised the commissioners to 
reject the bill until the matter 
is 


settled. Had it not been for Mr. Fitz- 
gibbon, the bill would ha\e been paid. 
If tha Republican commissioners can 
pet any glory out of the part they 
played they are entitled to it.

New York Gubernatorial Nomination is Because 


Roosevelt Would Not Promise Not to be a 


Candidate for a Third Term for President. 


Ne\v York, Sept. 16—The Republi- 


can State convention has done its 
work ami tbf> r>f>m<Vraf<! havo jf]f»j-P8<!- 
«d confidence in the result in this 
State, since such a weak candidate for 
Governor has been placed in nomina- 
tion by the Republican faction thai 
r,or trolled the result. From the day 
thst Elihti Root, late of Roosevelt's 
Cabinet, refused to be a candidate, 
there was a hot scramble between 
the Platt and Odell factions to get » 
candidate that had any running quali 
ties. A scarcity of timber for a pop- 
ular candidate was an admitted tact. 
That is why Roosevelt 
himself es- 


pecially desired to have Elihu Root ac- 
cept the Gubernatorial 
nomination. 


But the reason why Mr. Root declined 
to accept the nomination, is an import- 
ant fact that should be thoronghQy un- 
derstood by the people of the whole 
country—outside of New York as well 
ne within the State.

elections or caucuses and nominations 
have been made and certified 'JQ tho 
county board of elections, which, un- 
der the law. must stand as the nom- 
inations for the coming general elec- 
tion.

tions will take notice that an addition- 
al primary election or caucus must he 
held by them for the purpose of plac- 
ing in nomination five candidates for 
members of school boards, two for 
three years and three for four years, 
as provided by the new school code.

miliar, and the show windows along 
the principal streets are filled with for- 
eign goods of all kinds. In Tokyo near- 
ly half the shops on the principal busi- 
ness streets are given up to tbe sale of 
foreign merchandise, clothing, food 
and household articles of every kind. 
People who continue to wear the na- 
tive dress arc considered very old fash- 
ioned. 


There is a difference of opinion as to 


the advantages gained by this change. 
The ordinary Japanese costume is awk- 
ward and ungainly, particularly for wo- 
men, 
although ceremonial dresses are 


beautiful and artistic. The kimona con- 
forms with the Japanese idea of mod- 
esty, but discloses too much bare flesh 
to conform to ours, and one always 
hates to see women crawling around 
on the floor like animals. The dress 
worn by men adds to their dignity and 
stature, but everybody must admit that 
Japanese women usually look like 
frights when they put on modern 
gowns and hats. It is not for me to 
decide this momentous issue, but only 
to report a fact that, wherever you go 
in Japan you find the native dress be- 
ing rapidly discarded and European 
coats and waistcoats, trousers, gowns 
and bats being adopted instead, with 
foreign food, foreign cooking, foreign 
furniture and foreign ideas. 


One of the most significant features 


of the new regime is the higher status 
of women. 


It was only a few years ago that the 


laws left everything that pertains to 
the welfare of women to the judgment 
of their fathers, husbands, brothers and 
sons. Men could sell their daughters 
aud wives and even their mothers into 
slavery if they liked and condemn 
them to lives that are worse than 
slavery. 
A husband could send his 


wife liome or turn her into the street 
at any time. Social conventionalities 
required that mothers and daughters 
should be properly cared for, but there 
was no legal obligation to care for a 
wife. A woman could'neither hold nor 
inherit property; she did not even own 
the kimona she wore upon her back; 
she had no claim upon her own chil- 
dren. She did not even have a soul. 


There have been radical and whole- 


some changes in these conditions, 
which have been largely brought 
about by the influence of American 
missionaries and Japanese women and 
men who have lived in and visited for- 
eign countries. The greatest impetus 
was furnished by the missionary and 
other foreign schools. But the ad- 
vance was too rapid. The change from 
the old way to the new was too sud- 
den, and the sweet girl graduate came 
up against ancient customs, manners 
and prejudices that seemed irresistible. 
As a consequence there was a social 
revolution. The young- men of Japan 
declined to accept educated wives, 
schools for girls became unpopular and 
the falling off in the number of their 
pupils was so rapid and sndden that 
many of them were compelled to close. 


But girls who had enjoyed education 


and who had attended the foreign 
schools declined to submit to the an- 
cient customs. They were not willing 
to acknowledge their husbands as mas- 
ters, and their intelligence, which had 
been awakened and broadened to a 
consciousness of their own individual- 
ity, could not be again repressed into 
the ancient seclusion. There were un- 
fortunately several cases of unwom- 
anly self assertion on the part of half 
educated young women. Several were 
too bold and independent to suit the 
Japanese idea of refinement, and a 
number of scandals were caused, but 
they were soon forgotten, and it is a 
wonder that so few of them occurred. 
With only here and there an exception, 
the graduates of the schools for wom- 
en conducted themselves with such 
;race and propriety that they became 
:be most honored and admired women 
n the community, and to thpin quite 
as much as to any other influence are 
due tbe revival of confidence and the 
revival of interest in the education of 
women throughout Japan. 
Today it 


s more popular than it ever was. 
There are more schools for girls than 
ever before, and every one of them is 
rowded to Its utmost capacity. 
The most remarkable event in the 


Japanese woman could 
education. She could not be admitted 
to the university, and there was no 
other institution of a higher standard 
than the state normal school. Her only 
recourse was to seek the learning she 
craved in a foreign country, and as a 
matter of national pride in order that 
no one could say tttat Japan did not 
furnish facilities for education of wo 
men it was resolved to remedy the de- 
fect. 


In the meantime a Mr. Xaruse, who

It was 
decided to locate the university at To- 
kyo because that city is not only the 
capital, but the educational center of 
the empire, and the institution is now 
fairly under way, with a faculty of 
forty-six professors and nearly a thoti 
sand youug women as students. Mosl 
of the faculty are also professors in 
the Imperial university. Most of the 
students are graduates of the high 
schools and seminaries that have been 
conducted 011 foreign plans for several 
years. Mr. Naruse, the founder, is the 
president. 


While the university for Japanese 


women has not yet reached the stand 
ard designed for it and which is main- 
tained by the higher colleges for wo- 
men in the United States, it is precise- 
ly suited to the requirements of the 
tune and existing social conditions in 
Japan. The standard will be gradually 
elevated as required, and a post grad- 
uate course of three years is planned 
for the benefit of whom it may con- 
cern. At present there are depart- 
ments of domestic science, literature 
and music and art. These include a 
wide range of studies, and next year it 
is intended to extend them still fur- 
ther. The boarding school is organized 
on the Mount Holyoke plan. About 300 
girls live in seven "houses" under tbe 
care and instruction of matrons, house- 
keepers and cooks. They live as they 
would at home, except that each is re- 
quired to spend so many hours in 
cooking and practical housekeeping 
every week and to take care of her 
own room. 


The institution is very popular and 


is referred to with pride by every Jap- 
anese •who is interested in education 
and progress. The emperor and em- 
press have given it their indorsement, 
which means a great deal in Japan 
and opens its gates to the daughters of 
the nobility and the members of the 
court.
